A second interim payment on wheat 
delivered during the past crop year 
was announced by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool on Wednesday, July 3ist, The 
basis of this payment 1s:

The total amount of the payment 
made by the Alberta Pool was over 
eight million dollars, There whl be 
another payment during the coming 
fall. 

Deductions for elevator and com- 
mercial reserves and for operating 
expenses, totalling 4c a. bushel, have 
been made from the payment to 
members. Thig amount is slightly 
more than will be required, but the 
exact figures will not be available 
for some time yet, at the end of the 
pool’s business year. When the final 
figures are available the excess will 
be refunded to members along with 


ing year into consideration dt muet 
be admitted that this interim pay- 
ment # on the whole a very good 
one. It may 9ppear to some that 
the payment on No. 6 and feed wheat 


‘is proportionately small, but it must 


be remembered that when the initial 
payment on the higher grades was 
cut from $1.00 to 85c last fall, the 
payment on No. 6 and feed was cut 
only by Sc a bushel. 

The 1928-29 crop year was a diffi- 
cult one for the Canadian Wheat 
Pool because of the unusually heavy 


production the world over. Canada 
raised a record crop—about 520 
million bushels—and Argentine, 


Australia, and the United States all 
had very large crops of wheat. 

Coming as it does at a time when 
crops generally are none too promis- 
ing, this pool payment will be thrice 
welcome, The size of the payment 
will undoubtedly be a surprise to 
some for it was predicted during the 
low range of wheat prices tn the 
spring that the Wheat Pool might 
possibly “be unable to make further 
payments. 

In the new crop the Wheat Pool 
has announced the injtial payment 
will de on a basis of $1.00 a hushel.

The Right Community Spirit 


of, this modern, highly organized period of the world’s history, some little 
incident of downright unselfishness, of the practical application of the 
Golden Rule, comes to light which does all good who hear of it, and revives 
our belief in the innate goodness of the majority of our fellow men, a belief 
which is frequently in danger of being wholly destroyed when we read of 
80 much deceit, dishonesty, cruelty. and crime. 

Such an incident, causing a warm glow in our hearts, occurred in the 
Carievale District, of Saskatchewan, a few weeks ago. When Stanley 
Dugan and his eldest son, Garfield, died within three months of each other, 
leaving Mrs. Dugan and eight small children, the neighbors decided to help 
put in the crop. Therefore, on a given day, eighteen tractors gathered at the 
Dugan farm and plowed 160 acres in seven hours. The following day other 
neighbors harrowed and seed@d the field.

Neighbor women provided the 
While the ‘‘bee’’ was organized and managed by the 
Carlevale 1.0.0.F. No. 20, it was carried out as a community enterprise and 
is typical of the community spirit which prevails in the Carievale district. 

It was this same spirit that animated the early p’oneers in Eastern 
Canada who joined forces in conquering the virgin forests, built roads, 
schools, churches, grist mills, and in one “bee” after another assisted each 
in turn to build houses and barns. And when this “last great west" was 
opened to settlement, the same spirit prevailed, neighbor assisting neighbor 
through their difficulties,, and in times of sickness and disaster. Only so 
was the settlement of Canada made possible, and the foundations laid for 
the successes of today. 

It was the cultivation and practice of this neighborly community spirit 
of self-sacrifice and co-operation which established for the West its reputa- 
tion of open-handed friendliness and generosity 


“bee.” 


But as population increases, 
cities and towns grow up, modern means of communication expand, the 
vacant spaces fill up, and a more highly organized and mechanical develop- 
ment takes place, there is danger of this fine old feeling of neighborliness * 
disappearing. It would be a pity if this should happen, and it is vastly 
encouraging to learn of such a happening as that at Carievale 

And if we are losing something in actual practice of the community” 

spirit in our larger centres of population, it is gratifying to know that it 
still prevails in the hearts of Western men and women. It is as strong as’ 
ever in the more remote and pioneer districts of the West, finding expression 
in the building ‘of small community hospitals and Red Cross Outposts, in 
community clubs and halls, homemakers’ clubs, and numerous co-operative 
efforts for the welfare of all, regardless of race, language, creed, or worldly 
possessions. 
Helpful as the neighborly assistance extended by the people of 
Carievale district undoubtedly was to the bereaved Widow Dugan and her 
children, alleviating her sorrow and removing worry from her mind, we 
venture to say that those who participated in extending that assistance 
found a glow of satisfaction, a joy, in rendering this service far greater 
than any realized by them from any successful venture undertaken in their 
own behalf. 

Furthermore, the neighborly spirit and co-operation thus displayed, 
and the uniting of forces in the performance of a splendidly unselfish effort, 
cannot fail to leave its impress upon the whole community. It must 
inevitably make easier the settlement of those little disagreements and 
differences of opinion which arise in all communities regarding school, 
church, municipal, and other local affairs. It means that not Widow Dugan 
alone, but the whole community has benefited, because the right kind of a 
community spirit burns more brightly than before.

That shavings and other planing 
mill waste are being used experi- 
mentally in the manufacture of lino- 
leum, in place of ‘wood flour,”. which 
is at present imported from the con- 
tinent, was revealed in the anntal 
report of the Department Of Scien- 
tific Industrial Research, issued at 
London, England..

er. 

The application of the name 
Churchill is due to the Hudson's Bay 
Company, for whom Captain John 
Abraham established a post and riv- 
er after John, Lord Churchill, after- 
wards Duke of Marlborough, who had 
been elected governor of the com- 
pany in the previous year. The post 
was destroyed by fire about 1689, and 
becqguse of wars with France which 
lasted till 1713, Churchill” was not 
visited again by the company until 
1717, when Governor Knight pro- 
ceeded to it from York Factory and 
chose a site for a new post.

-|To Re-Organize Poultry} 


System in Alberta 


be Carried 
Out by Poultry Department 


Edmonton, Aug. 1—George Mec- 
Cormie, who for several years has 
been in charge of the Dominion Gov- 
erament poultry promotion work in 
this province, has been appointed 
poultry commissioner for the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, according 
fo an announcement made on Thurs-! 
day by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, minister 
of agriculture and. health. 

The minister stated that under a 
recent arrangement between Do- 
minion and Provincial Governments 
poultry promotion service of the Do- 
minion Government is being with- 
drawn from Alberta, and the policies 
of the two governments will be con- 
tinued in the future under the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture. 

The department will work in close 
co-operation with the various poultry 
organizations, including the Poultry 
Pool, the R. O. P.. Association, the 
Turkey Breeders Association, ac- 
credited and approved flock breeders 
and owners of farm flocks. 

It is recognized that poultry rais- 
ing is rapidly becoming an import- 
ant branch of the farming industry, 
and tt is the desire of the depart- 
ment to give every possible assist- 
ance and encouragement to this im- 
portant activity.
